It was one of t he heavi est combat tolls Americans in 
Trie Avar received. U S. planes struck affatir at Trftrffet.T 
in Communist North Viet Nam during the day and 
there was scattered ground action in the South. North 
Vietnamese authorities 



claimed seven U. S. planes 
were shot down; according 
to a Radio Peking broad- 
cast heard in Tokyo. 

The pilot of a US. army heli- 
copter was seriously wounded by 
Viet Cong ground lire during an 
operation a few miles south of 
Da Nang, site pf the major U.S. 
air force base. 

The battle could be heard from 
downtown Da Nang. Five Vietna- 
mese rifle companies. 10 US. 
marine helicopters and six US 
army hellcopers took part in the 
operation

With plenty of fanfare, Sen. Thomaa 
J. Doric! introduced senate bill 14 . back 
in January ; the bill has the avowed pur- 
pose of curtailing and strictly regu- 
lating; the mail-order gun busine ss. It- is 
supposed to Keep guns out of Ure™hands 
of juveniles, criminals and others who 
could be considered a menace to society. 
Then about a month ago, with little or 
no public notice, Senator Dodd intro- 
duced another bill, 1592, which goes 
much farther than the measure he in- 
troduced back in January. Quite signifi- 
cantly, the new bill has the support of 
the Johnson administration. 

Among other things, Senator Dodd's 
new bill specifies a $1,000 license for 
anyone ' manufacturing ammunition.

Senator Dodd's second bill", the one 
with administration approval, also would 
regulate interstate traffic of firearms, 
supposedly including the individual who 
transports a rifle or shotgun from one 
state to another for hunting. It's quite 
apparent that senate bill 1592 is aimed 
at discouraging the ownership of any 
firearm for any reason whatsoever. The 
next step would be compulsory registra- 
tlon.of all guns. 

Both of the bills introduced by Sena- 
tor frerdd ~1rave "Btnnirthmg— iir~^rmrHm ( 
namely, the apparent presumption that 
firearms commit crimes. Behind the 
Dodd bills seems to be the thought that 
crimes of "violence can be eliminated by 
getting rid of guns. The theory is false, 
naturally, because people commit crimes 
and will continue to commit crimes of 
violence even without firearms. 

The right approach is demonstrated 
In house bill 5642 introduced by Rep. 
Robert Casey of Texas. His bill would 
punish the person who uses a gun in the 
cOmmTssion of a crime. So far. Con- 
gressman Casey's measure is the only 
evidence that anyone in Washington is 
aware that people — not guns — commit 

crimes.

It's 
crystal clear that any criminal who 
needed a pistol for a planned holdup, for 
instance, wouldn't shrink from stealing 
the weapon. 

If bureaucrats succeed in curtailing 
ownership of firearm s, it's quite doubt- 
ful there'll bei any great chaiigw in stit- 
tistics for crimes of violence. However, 
those statistics probably , would show an 
immediate gain in the numbers of crimes 
involving kitchen knives or perhaps 
clubs. And would the bureaucrats blame 
the knives and clubs for those crimes?

Since the. Bolshevik revolution of 1917 the So- 
viet farm "system has periodically undergone vast 
shake-ups designed to extract greater output from 
Russia's endless Acres. Under Lenon, Stalin, and 
Khhishchev shift after shift took place, all aimed 
at finding some miraculous formula pa make col- 
lectivized agriculture work. - — - 
That none of these earlier tricks succeeded can 
be seen from the faot that communist party 
chief Brezhnev has now felt forced to try still 
another. And few Soviet Innovations have been 
farther -reaching or more Indicative of the sad 
state in which Marxist farming finds Itself than 
this latest move. 

Briefly put, the Brezhnev program carries three 
Implications. First Moscow has become-so desper- 
I ate over the plight of Russian farming that it Is

Ing the next live years bribing Soviet peasants to 
produce more. Second. Moscow may now be end- 
ing. Ms heartless and long-standing policy of

its ever more evident shortcomings. 

Reports f juui M oscow aay that the. Kremlin wUl 
spend 78 billion dollars on agricultural Invest- 
ment during the next five years Instead of ap- 
proximately 36 billion originally planned. Com- 
pulsory (rraln deliveries wllj be drastically cut 
this year. Rural taxes wlU go down. Local farm 
managers will decide what to plant and when to 
harvest Instead of bureaucrats In the towns. 
Small-scale private farming will be encouraged. 

This Is a major retreat from earlier policy, and 
the Kremlin makes no real effort to hide the 
fact. Unless Soviet economists have come up with 
a new" Way to find money, the cost of this farm

INTERSTATE 82 

Interstate 82, -the controversial link between 
Interstate 90, somewhere tn the vicinity of El- 
lensburg. and Interstate 80N, somewhere In Um- 
atilla county, Oregon. Is listed on federal plans 
as a route of ^approximately -128 miles. Virtually 
all construction would be in Washington. 

If'eftr^y intentions wore carried oi|t, interstate 
EZ.wnuld cross Uie Horse Heaven country diagon- 
ally from the Yakima river to the Columbia river, 
serving no settled area for 50 or 60 mUes. A four- 
lone superhighway travcrslnp such a region would 
be difficult to Justify In the outlay and. most 
probably. In volume of traffic. 

A few miles to the east of this proposed route, 
extending along the Columbia river for about 30 
mifes. Is one of the state's Important Industrial, 
commercial and transportation centers. From 
North Richland to Wallula Junction Is a region 
which generates a traffic volume now that merits 
highway facilities of the type the federal Inter- 
state system provides. 

Eventually a highway or the Interstate stand- 
ards wuf have lo be constructed In the Benton- 
Franklin -Walla Walla counties Industrial com- 
plex and it would be far more prudent for fed-

The springs or, 1963 and 1963 
wero relatively quiet except for 
the resignation of Posun Yun as 
president and the rise of Gen.

president In 1962, and mass ar

-Thomas J. Dodd, Conn., 
introduced S-14, a bill designed to regulate the mail-order gun business for the pur- 
pose of eliminating; sales- to juveniles, criminals and persons who would be in vio- 
lation of state law or local- ordinance in receiving the gun. On March 22, 1965, Sen. 
Dodd introduced S.1592, recommended by the administration. This bill goes far 

'beyond the previously stilt- 
ed purpose of regulating 
only the mail-order gun 
business, according to a 
National Rifle .association 
interpretation.

Most of the residents returned 
to their homes after the fire was 
contained.
